"An open letter to those membeors
of the Territorial Hoyse of Represent-

mtives who are opposcd 10 woman
sullraee™, i the title of one of the
stronpgest arguments yol made  for

giving the women of Hawall the vote
ut the warliest possible moment. It is
written by Dr, J, H. Raymond under
dute of Muarch 15, and |z worth rend-
Ing by overyone. It i8 as follows:

“It Is not my purpose merely to
protest peainst your not Keeping your
promise to the voters, and forthwith
make good on the pledee of both
pulitical platforms by voting our sist-
vrs the right of egual saffrage; nor do
I sowk to gain political prestige by ad-
vorating woman sufltage at thie time,
I wiunt to stnte o few facts, and ask
that you do your duty, as cvery eitl
zoen has the right to ask and expect
of you: and do It now
Falee And Base

“You are Ametrican citigens, free to
wet inoan independent, honorable, up-
right manner, If you so desire. If you
do not give the woemen of this Terri.
tory the right to vote now because
you are influence by your employers,
or those whom you know to be actu-
t=d by selfish political motives, or
because you have fears of upsetting
any political machine now in power,
you are not true ta yvour oath of of
fice; you are not consclentious, or
you are Inenpable of wunderstanding
the respongibilitiea of the office you
hold, You are utiworthy to be tlie son
! & good and noblée mother:; the
brother of a pure sister; the husband
of in bonarabile wife, the Gither of an
ambitions daughter. You are un-Am-
erionn, and morally wrong in holding
the position of legisiators, and are
filee to the voters who pat you in so
responsille a post—the honest, enrn-
est eitlzens of Huwail nel, upon whom
the  burden  of  gomd governmaent
rests,

“If you are students of history you
will lknow that for centuries women
hare bteen crushed in foreign coun-
triex; they have heen hitched to the
plow by the very side of boasts  of
burden; have been forced 1o toll in
the fielde and factories to a degree
beyond the Hmit of human enduranee.
And all this from the very heginning
of elvilization up 1o the present mo-
ment in =ome of the European coun:
rieg, And why? For the redason that
ithe is of the physically weaker sex,
«entler and purer in mind,

“You have read of the chivalry of
the paat, but to Americans must be
given the palm for the treatment of
women. From the time of the landing
of the Pllgrims, woman liag been the
guiding =pirit and divine inspiration
of Ameriea's foremogt men, in all the
groat irials, tribulations and issues
which they had to face,

“Tims and space will not permit me
to reenll the many instances whers
American womanhood has scored for
Ameriea, from the houy of her arrival
al Plymouth Rock, side by side with
hushnnd, fither nnd brother, in fights
with Indiang at the threshold of her
home in past centurles, to the  late
battlefields of Euarope in this one un-
der the baunner of the Red Cross.

1 at once ventured to pro-
phiesy amongst my coterio of friends
that it would be Yankese brains, Yon-
kee wealth and resources alone that

“To any proup of soldiers that I
happened to come apon In our camp
that were discussing the Yunkees, 1
wold thit 1 had made one of a hunch
of athietes who left Australin to com-
pole spuinsr Americans at the Olyo-
ple Games. Woe  were  convinced, 1
uspirod them, that the Yunks were all
thlk is wins supposed. But 1 ‘explain-
eed Lhit atter we hod bhod an opportan-
ity of secing for ourselves what they
could do in the way of organization,
and had seen evidence of their shrewd
and businesslike systems, and obsery-
el the fuet that they were equipped
with  evervihing that  braing  could
gugeest and money buy; and more
over, had met them os man (o man
(in most instances recelving o sound
trouncing at thelr hands) we began
to regnrd thom highly,

North Dakato To
Go Into Banking
On Large Scale

DISMARCRK, N. D, Muarch 8—(As-
sociated Pross)—The laws permitting
the state of North Dakota to go Into
business under the indusirial program

of the National Nonpartisan League
went into effect when Governor Fra-
gler recently signed the bills. Bank-
ing, home building and flour milling
are gmong the projects covered in
the ten  constitutionn]l smendments
adopted at the lnst general election.
The parent bill creates a state In-
dustrial commission composed of the
governor, commiegsionsy of agricullure
and the attorney general, who dre
given blanket authority in establish-
Ing necessary stale departments, The
commission i& glven authority for the
oporation of a syetem of banking un-
der the name of the Bank of North
Dakota,

The banking measure provides for
izsuance of £0,000,000 jn  bonds to
furnish capital. The system will
start “whenever the sum of $2.000,
000 lssued by the state as provided
by law" has been delivered to the
commisgion  The bank will become
the depository of all publie funds of
the state, counties, cities and school
districis. General banking business I
authorized, dnd in addition the Cent-
ral state bunk will become the de-
pozitory of the reserve funds of sev-
eral hundred private banks chartered
by the state. These reserves are now
held in St. Panl  Minneapolis and
Chicago. The state bank will have
chorge of the [ssuance of state bonds
to finunee Industrial enterprises and
will det as a rural eredit bank for
promotion of agriculture.

The industrinl commission bill and
the banking act have passed both
houses by  two-thirds muajorities,
which permits the inclusion of an
emergency clauge putting them into
immediate cffect, The other billg are
expected to pasg soon with the emer-
gency clauses,

The other Lengue program  bills
provide for the crention of terminal
elevators and [lour mills, and extend-
state credit to all citizens deslring to
ereet homes,

The inilling measure authorizes the
ostablishment of a eystem of ware
houses, elevators, flour mills and
factories with which the state will
cngage in manufacture and market-
ing of farm products. The milling
associntion will be capitalized at §5.-
000,000, part of the money to be ob-
tained through certain funds in the
state treasury and part through the
sale of state bonds.

The Home Building Association of
North Dakota, authorized under the
home building measure, will purchase
or build homes or farms for citizens
on receipt of twenty percent payment,
The remainder may be paid on an
amortization plan in from ten to

twenty years, A house costing $5,
004 can be purchased in twenty years
on monthly paymenis of $26, accord-
ing to League members, They say |
the act will bring rapid settlement of
the state’s idle lands.
